THE PENITENTIARY CONTRACT CHARGE 
AGAINST STATE AUDITOR WALEER. — 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
JErrEeRson Cirr, Mo., February 1.—The 
Walker Investigating Committee yesterday 
continued the inquiry into the charge that 
Walker was interested inthe Standard Shoe 
Company, by the examination of Fred Knaup, 
President of the concern. Yesterday an As- 
sistant Sergeant-at-Arms was sent to Sedalia 
tosummon ex-State Treasurer Phil Chappel, 
who served with Auditor Walker as a State 
Penitentiary Inspector in 1884, when, it is al- 
leged, Walker became interested in a Peniten- 
tlary contract. As stated in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, the Auditor’s friends say that of all 
the charges made they fear only the one con- 
necting him with the shoe company, and, 
after admitting that he held stock of the con- 
cern as security fora loan of $5,000, Walker 
will practically throw himself upon the meray 
of the House. 
Louis Houck of Cape Girardeau, who has 
been summoned to appear before the Walker 
Committee, will arrive here to-night. 

ABOLISHING BUCKET-SHOPS. 
Representative Saulsberry of Chariton Coun- 
ty this morning introduced a bill prohibiting 
the operation of bucket-shops and the trading 
in futures and options where there is no actual 
delivery of the grain or article, or commodity 
bargained for or traded in. The penalty clause 
of the measure makes each and every offense 
punishable by afine of not less than $500 and 


not more than $1,500. The bill was referred to 
the House Committee on Commerce, of which 
Saulsberry is Chairman, from whica it will 
probably receive a favorable report. 

THE ANTI-DISCRIMINATION DEMANDS. 
John O'Day, 8 Manager of the St. Louls 
& San Francisco Railroad, arrived here this 
morning. At3o’clock this afternoon and 8 
o’clock this evening the joint committee of 
the Senate and House on internal improve- 
ments will weet in the Senate and hear argu- 
ments from representative business men and 
merchants from St. Louis, St. Joe and Kansas 
City.

Forgery or per- 
jury or any other form of felony com- 
mitted in the attempt to rob the 
community of its vote is a higher crime 
than the forgery ofacheck or the rob- 
bery ofa bank, and when we have the 
plain and indisputable evidence that such 
a crime has been committed, the penalty 
is demanded even more urgently than in 
the ordinary cases of crimes against indi- 
viduals. 

A tew speedy trials and convictions will 
break up the most desperate gang of 
criminals St. Louis has known, and it 
will be good news to learn that the Court 
proposes to dispose of these cases with- 
out delay. 


PROHIBITION. 
The prohibition movement in Missouri 
would appear much less formidable than 
it does if more importance were given to 
two circumstances which in themselves 
suffice to make its prospects hopeless. In 
the first place, the State of Missouri and 
the different cities, large and small, are 
now deriving a large revenue from saloon 
licenses. This revenue is raised without 
difficulty or expense. It is promptly paid. 
The cost of collecting it is smalland the 
burden of paying it is not felt by those 
who payit. It is useless to expect that 
the people ot Missouri will deprive them- 
selves of this easy and convenient source 
of public revenue when such a course will 
compel them to substitute some other form 
of taxation. 

In the second place it is almost certain 
that the courts of this State would find 
some way or awarding compensation to 
the industries which would be destroyed by 
prohibition, and this would cause a loss to 
the State quite as heavy as the loss of rev- 
enue. 

Missouri is not a prohibition State, and 
the study of the experiments made in 
Kansas and Iowa does not encourage the 
growth of prohibition here. It is very 
possible that the greatest strength of pro- ) 
hibition arises from the evident dread of 
itshown by those who are unwilling to 
submit the question to a vote.

THE QUESTION AT ISSUE. 

By the treaty of 1818 we surrendered all 
claim of right to fish within three miles of 
the Canadian shores, except on such parts 
of the coast as were specified in said 
treaty. But by the same treaty we were 
conceded the right to take and cure fish 
in common with the subjects of his 
Britannic Majesty along the extensive 
coasts therein specified, with the right to 
dry and cure fishin any of the unsettled 
bays, harbors and creeks of the specified 
coasts until the same should be settled, 
when the right to do so was to depend 
upon the consent of the inhabitants or 
possessors of the ground. 

As to such parts of the coast as were not 
specififi in the treaty we renounced the 
previously claimed right to take, dry or 
cure fish inside of the three-mile limit. 
But it was provided that American fishing 
vessels might enter such bays or harbors 
for shelter, to repair damages or purchase 
wood and obtain water, and for no other 
purpose whatever, and they were to have 
this liberty under such restrictions as 
might be necessary to prevent their using 
it for any other than the specified pur- 
poses. 

Canada assuming to be the sole judge of 
what restrictions are necessary to prevent 
abuse of the liberty accorded by the 
treaty, claims the right to enforce regula- 
tions which not only prevent our vessels 
from poaching on the in-shore fisheries, 
but which are used to prevent them when 
fishing in free waters from exercising 
their rights under their touch and trade 
permits, which were not surrendered or 
impaired by any clause of the treaty. 
The right of all American vessels with 
such permits to land, transship their car- 
goes and buy whatever they want is not 
only denied to them, but some of them 
have been seized for attempting to avail 
them selves of the very privileges expressly 
accorded to them in the treaty. 

A Canadian statute approved by the 
Queen commits the British Government 
to the Canadian construction of the 
treaty, and it is against this construction 
that our proposed laws authorizing the 
President to enforce retaliatory restrio- 
tions upon Canadian commerce are 

med. It is plainly an effort to force us

The Laclede Avenue Grading. 
Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day 
sustaining the exceptions to the report of the 
Commissioners in the Laciede avenue grading 
case, Adams and others against the city and 


others. The report is set aside and further 
orders in the matter are reserved until counsel 
have had thé opportunity to present sugges- 
tions. The Court holds that the Commissioners 
erroneously interpreted the order under which 
they acted, and by a misconception of the law 
in the case they reached a conclusion which, 
in the light of the evidence, would be a gross 
injustice to the plaintiffs. They had con- 
cluded that because there was no grade of La- 
clede avenue established by ordinance prior to 
the ordinances set forth in the petition and 
because the petition prayed for an assess- 
ment of damages fora change of grade, that 
there was no change, and therefore no dam- 
age. The effect of the ordinance was to change 
the grade and the street was dug down 
twenty-six feet in front of the property of the 
pilaintifis greatly damaging it. 


The Commissioners found that the 
digging down of the street whether 
it be called a change or estabiish- 


ment of grade, would cause a large expendi- 
ture on the part ofthe property-owners, but 
that it was one of the incidents of city prop- 
erty and the owners must bear the burden, 
as it will conduce to the permanent advantage 
of all the property on the street. 

The Court says: The commissioners were 
impressed, no doubt, with the wisdom of the 
Board of Public Improvements and the Muni- 
cipal Assembly in establishing the grade of 
Laciede avenue and giving to the city this 
beautiful street and its magnificent 
vista with the splendid park at the 
end. But with the wisdom of that act 
we have nothing to do. The elty au- 
thorities have the right to establish grades 
as they see fit. Private property may be taken, 
damaged or destroyed when the public good 
demands it and there is but one limitation to 
that power of the Government, and that is 
thatthe public shall pay the property-owner 
for the injury done. The evidence in this case 
showed on the part of the plaintiffs that the 
value of their property bad been almost totally 
destroyed and the Commissioners did not re- 
port the result of weighing evidence to the 
contrary. The report is set aside. 


The Sessinghaus Squabbie. 


Judge Dillon to-day rendered a decision in 
favor of the defendants in the suit of William 
Sessinghaus against his uncles, Theodore Ses- 
singhaus and brothers. The plaintiff was one

CARDINAL GIBBONS AND HENRY GEORGE’S 


Some Startling Admissions by the Cardinal 
Regarding the Attitude of the Catholic 
Chureh—Father McGiyun Guilty of Dis- 
obedience—The Trip of the Two American 
Cardinals to Rome, 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1spatcn. 

Wasnmorox, D. O., February 1.—When 
Cardinal Gibbons was in Washington re- 
cently, he was approached cautiously by a 
number of persons on fthe attitude uf the 
Catholic Church on the free land doctrines of 
Henry - George. He 
evaded direct reply, 
but said in due sea- 
son the Church would 
speak for itself, with 
authority and clear- 
ness. He intimated 
on one occasion, how. 
ever, that the Church 
had not given its ulti- 


Henry George. 
mate dictum regarding Mr. George’s theories 
notwithstanding what had been written and 
said by some of its bishops on this side of the 


Atlantic. This rather startling admission, 
coming as it did closely in the wake of the 
statement telegraphed from Rome, quoting 
the Pope’s Secretary as expressing surprise 
that the Church had been placed by some of 
ite American clergy in unqualified opposition 
to the Henry George doctrine, had 
led to speculation among the few 
who are informed of the Cardinal’s utter- 
ances as to what the attitude of the 
Holy See is finally tobe. Catholics generally 
here had accepted the dictum of Archbishop 
Corrigan as a oonciusive utterance of the 
Ohurch, and the small number who learned 
from the Cardinal that there is an element of 
doubt as to whether the Archbishop's sweep- 
ing and incisive condemnation of the tree land 
doctrine is to be permitted to stand as an out- 
line of the Church’s policy are intensely curi- 
ous to know the result of the Ourdinal’s visit 
to Rome. 

_ THE CARDINAL ON M’GLYNN’S CASE. 
While in Washington the Cardinal spoke 
guardedly of the McGlynn case. He intimated 
that it was simply a case of disobedience or 
rebelliousness against the authority of the 
Church, and under these circumstances there 
was but one course for the ultimate 
authority of the Church to pursue. 


Still, Father McGlynn’s punishment was a 
matter of election and would be controlled b 
considerations of expedienc. and the goo 
ofthe Church. It is known here, since the 
Oardinal’s visit that his summons to Rome was 
hastened by the refusal or failure of Father 
McGiynn to respond tothe mandate of Pope 
Leo to appear instantly in Rome to answer in 
person to the — me of insubordination and 
the advocacy ofadoctrine that had not been 
duly pass upon by the papal authority. 
The great importance ofthis mission ofthe 
Cardinal to the Vatican was signallized 
by him in a remark, made to a well-known 


Catholic public man at a reception 
given here in bis honor, that the 
case of the recalcitrant priest involved 


far more than the mere matter of obedience 
from a subordinate to a superior in authority; 
that it opened ap 4 question of great magni- 
tude upon which the Church would be com- 
helled to legislate for the guidance of its min- 
sters. He is reported to have expressed 
regret that so important a matter should have 
come up as a seguence of a disloyal act on the 
part of a servant of the Church, and that the 
Cbhureh should thus have been prematurely 
drawn into the issue. Itis, therefore, certain 
that the Cardinal has an exceedingly impor- 
tant errand to the Vatican in addition 
to receiving from the Pope the in- 
signia and formal investment of 
his new authority. The sailing of Cardinal 
Gibbons, in compa y with Cardinal Tasche- 
reau of Canada, from New York on Saturda 
for Rome, gave rise to a conversation iu whic 
these interesting disclosures were made: 

It is believed the question of the attitude of 
the Church on the Henry George doctrine, as 
well as upon the general subject of property 
rights, in view of the modern tendency to ac- 
cumulations of wealth which are employed to 
the detriment of the poor and of the Church, 
will be submitted by the new American Cardi- 
nals to the consistory of Cardinals soon to 
convene at Rome. 

FATHER CHAPPELLE'S UTTERANCES. 
Just previous to the visit of Cardinal Gib- 
bons to Wasbington a local congregation—St. 
Matthews’—was astonished by a discussion 
from the pastor, Mr. Chapelle, of the attitude 
of the Church on the usury question, which 
was quite as radical in its treatment of the 
vast accumulations of personal wealth in this 
country as Father — 2 could possibly 
have been in his treatment of the land monop-

Father Chappelle. like Father Me- 
jlynn, is greatly beloved by his congregation, 
and his friends feel comforted by the fact that 
he was one of the party who bade the depart- 
ing Cardinals God speed on their departure. 
Some had feared he might be subjected to dis- 
cipline for his communistic utterances,
